V.IP. Visits 
Southwest 


I am somebody, and I can achieve 
anything.’’ With these words, 
Reverend Jesse Jackson began an ad- 
dress that touched the lives of many 
at Southwest. 

The founder of the Rainbow Coal- 
tion and PUSH, preacher, interna- 
tional peacemaker, presidental 
hopeful and civil rights advocate 
made a whirlwind visit to the 
Southwest campus on Wednesday, 
November 13, 1985. 

His dynamic personality and speak- 
ing style captured the attention of the 
fortunate students and guests who 
were able to attend the program in the 
McEvoy B gym. Fortunately his 
speech was piped via the intercom 
throughout the entire complex. 

Widely respected for his interest in 
the young people of the nation, 
Jackson fervently expounded on some 
of the topics closest to his heart. He 
emphasized the importance of getting 
an education and of devoting as much 
effort to the pursuit of that education 
as teenagers devote to their other ac- 
tivities and interests. He emphasized 
the dangers inherent in the use of 
drugs and alcohol, and the disaster of 
teenage pregnancy, a crisis affecting 
the entire nation. 

In his wake he left a recommitted 
student body, staff and faculty deter- 
mined to work diligently for the 
achievement of personal goals and for 
the success of our school and society. 
As an example of this determination, 
students and faculty members formed 
a new organization on campus — 
Youth Against Drugs. 

One of the invited guests, Dr. 
Thomas Hagler, Superintendent of 
the Bibb County schools, was so im- 
pressed by the reception accorded 
Reverend Jackson and by his message, 
that he invited him te return to speak 
to all Bibb County Secondary 
students.

The Southwest Varsity Football

The Achille Lauro Hijacking, ter- § 
rorism, unrest in South Africa, the 
war in Central America, the Geneva 
Summit between Reagan and Gor- 
bachev, the revolution in the Philip- 
pines, the U.S. bombing of Libya, and 
the Chernobyl nuclear disaster made 
the 1986 school year a very in- 
teresting and enlightening one in 
Foreign Relations class at Southwest. 
The addage “no man is an island unto 
himself’ could never have been made 
more evident than by these events 
which have literally transpired before 
our eyes. 

The highlight of the year in Foreign 
Relations was attending the North 
American Invitational Model United 
Nations sponsored by Georgetown 
University in Washington, D.C. 
Southwest was one of only two 
schools in Georgia to be invited to 
participate in this prestigious event. 
Under the leadership of their teacher, 
Virginia Phillips, six students 
represented the Republic of Djibouti 
on the Economic and Social Council. 

Winter quarter was spent in 
preparation for this activity by study- 
ing the various organs of the UN — 
their functions, and the political, 
social, and economic background of 
Djibouti. In January the class attended 
the Macon Junior College Model UN 
sponsored by the Macon Council of 
World Affairs. The ultimate purpose 
of these activities was to gain insight 
into the points of view of other na- 
tions. Probably the most valuable 
thing learned from this course is that 
the American point of view, and any 
other nation’s for that matter, is not 
the only point of view and is not 
always the right one. The way one 
looks at things and the views one 
holds depends entirely on one’s par- 
ticular vantage point.
